The republic developed. More 
bandits and convicts came, drank, 
fought and murdered. Next came 
the Chinese, with their wives: The 
bandits: murdered the Chinese and 
stole their wives. 

The settlement grew, made its 
own constitution and laws and in 
the village and country around 
counted nea:'~ 5,000 adherents at 
the time it was discovered by Veliki. 

The Russian commission, care- 
fully guarded ‘by the 500 Cossacks, 
set itself.to examine the laws and 
economic state af the republic.

~~ YIELD UGE PROFITS 


Figures Relating te Minnesota. Eleva- 
tors Show Nos. Three ahd Four 
Sold as No. One « 


Minneapolis, Minn—The terminal 
elevators in Minnesota —, scree 
than five million bushels’ of No 
Northern wheat as a result of mizing 
the wheat of lower grades during ‘the 
crop year ending August 31, 1913, ac- 
cording to figures just nidde vatherf 
by the state rafiroad and warehouke 
com.wuission, 

Practically all of the inferior grades 
lost in amoun. fn:ithe elevators as a 
result of the gain made, in the No. 
one Northern. During the year the 
elevators received 17,566,059 bushels, 
of No, One Northern. These same ele- 
vators shipped out 17,866,598 bushels, 
and on>Sept. 1 still Had om hand 5,- 
»06/218 bushels. The total number of 
bushels of No. one Northern the|_ 
elevators had and. shipped out 
23,172,816. The tot. : average amount- 
ed to 5,606,757.. 

The grain was purchased from the 
farmers on the grades that it went 
into the elevators and was naturally’ 
sold for the grade tir t it ame out 
The profit to the terminal’ elevarost 
during the past year was enormous 
according to those interested in the 
grain ‘business. 4 

Much of the number two. Northern 
that came in. during the last crop 
year went to swell the No. 1, Northern 
in the elevators. While there were 
11,148,039 bushels received only 7;622, 
650 bushels were shipped o and’ 
thers was on hand on pet agey = 
091,021... Here. then there. was a 
shortage of 2,091,021 bushels. This 
amount had been raised to Noa 1 
Northern. ‘ 

The Same story is told in the case 
of No. three Northern. The total 
amount received by the elevators was 
3,288,412 bushels. By-Anug. 31, a to 
tal of 3,024,904 bushels had been ship 
ped out and there was on hand 62,- 
752 bushels. The shortage here was 
210,756 bushels, all of which had gone 
to make up the higher grades. 

With No. four Northern the same 
proposition is clear. The amount re 
ceived was 15,246 and the amount 
shipped out was only 3,525. There 
Was none on hand Aug. 31. The short- 
age in this grade wags 11,723. 

No Grade Shortage 

In the No Grade classification the 
s.u.ortage is larger than in-any other. 
The total amount of No Grade wheat 
received was 4,212,150. Tha amount 
shipped out was 1,210,295, and the 
amount on hand 282,954, The short- 
age was 2,718,901 bushels, 

There was an average.in the re 
jected class of 131,522 bushels. The 
amount received was 886,185, and the 
amount shipped out was 912,831, and 
the amount on . hand was 104,876. 
Much of the surplus here came from 
the No Grade wheat, according to in- | 
spectors in the service of the. Rail- 
and “Warehouse commission. 

With the publication of the figures 
on mixing for the crop year that has 
just ended Minnesota and ° Dakota 
farmers are again beginning to won- 
der just what they-have gained, by 
the mixing right which the elevators 
possess. 

The figures only cover the publi 
terminal elevators. .There are. hun- 
dreds of private elevator. that do 
éven more mixing than the public 
elevators. If the figures forall of 
the elevators in Minnesota that mix 
could be obtained, representatives of 
the Railroads and Warehouse commis- 
sioners say, thé’ results would be}, 
much more evident . 

Farmers Were Anxious 

Farmers who were interested in the 
legislative investigations into the 
grain situation last winter have been 
anxiously awaiting the publication of 
the results of mixing for the past crop 
year. 

The crop was one of the largest. 
ever harvested in’ the northwest. 
Much of the wheat was of a high 
grade, 

Representatives A. r. Teighen, of 
Chippewa county, and C. M. BendlL«- 
on and others, are conside-ing somo} 
sort of legislation that= will sivethe 
farmer more of a share of thefesult 
of the mixing. Representative Bend- 
ixon has been quoted saying he 


-|did not believe that thefarmers were 


getting their full shdre of the enor 
mous profit. 
The farmers dre paid for the wheat 
at the grade At goes into the elevators,’ 
he said, “when the question was 
brought’“up. The elevator men are 
the ohly ones who gain by the right 
omix. There ought to be some leg- 
slation that will give the’ farmers 
some benefit from the privilege that 
is now permitted the elevator men, 
Congressman James A. Menahan, 
| just before leaving for Washington, 
voiced the same sentiments... He has 
been. considering for some time the 
feasibility of making some change in 
the laws governian the .mixing of 
grain.
